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Short Sneezing Season This Year; 
Started Late and It’s About Over 


Dry weather and lack of wind 
kept the pollen count far below 
normal the last two weeks of 
August and gave hay fever suf- 
ferers an easy time. But winds 
began blowing the pollen a week 
ago and hay fever victims have 
been busy with their handker- 
chiefs ever since, a nose and 
throat allergist told the Post- 
Dispatch last night. 

The season now is more than 
two-thirds over. In three or four 
days, ragweed will be through 
with pollination, the physician ex- 
plained. Contrary to popular be- 
lief, the hay fever seasons end 
about Sept. 10 or 11, long before 
froste arrive in this vicinity, he 
added. 

Yesterday’s pollen count was: 
Ragweed, 415; grass, 4; goosefoot, 
50, and molds, 63. The day before 
the ragweed count was up to 557, 


and it had been over 500 for al- 
most a week. The physician ex- 
plained that after a high count, it 
takes about four days for the pol- 
len in the air to settle. 

About 5 per cent of the people 
in the United States suffer from 
hay fever.

a “superb opportunity.” 

These men insist there was no 
other place to take them. 

“We canvassed the map,” they 
said, but, one by one, different 
areas of the world were found 
“unsuitable.” For example, the 
African colonies were discarded 
“for health reasons.” Britain 
could not send them from France 
to Cyprus. “For one thing,” said 
the sources, “we said we would 
not send them there. We couldn’t 
turn around and do it.” 6

the Land, on the farm of Mrs. 
Margaret Smith, three miles 
north of Lebanon, III., yesterday. 

Meffert, who lives with his 
father on a 360-€cre farm several 
miles from Pocahontas, III., re- 
ceived $100 ahd expenses for a 
tip to the national meeting of 
the Friends of the Land at Hous- 
ton, Tex., this fall. He was one 
of 16 entrants representing eight 
Illinois and eight Missouri coun- 
ties in the contest, which was 
the principal feature of the pro- 
gram devoted to demonstrations 
of soil conservation practices. 

Other prize winners included B. 
S. West of Sullivan, Mo., repre- 
senting Frankling cdynty, who 
placed second, winning 3100; 
Ernst Othmar, Pe Mo., 
Perry county third, $75; Herman 
Heberer, Belleville, St. Clair 
county, fourth, $50, and Walter 
L. Crites, Jackson, Mo., 
Girardeau county, fifth, $25. 

Consolation prizes of $10 each 
went to the other contestants, 
representing St. Charles, Pike, 
Callaway, Scott and Johnson 
counties in Missouri and Monroe, 
Marion, Bond, Randolph, Clinton 
and Greene counties in Illinois. 

Meffert won an unexpected $20 
prise awarded by the National 
Safety Council, a representative of 
which observed the contestants, 
unknown to them, respecting their 
adherence to safety rules when 
plowing, 

An estimated 10-000 persons, 
most of them members of farm 
families of Missouri and Illinois 
counties, attended the field day 
and saw the scientific “remodel- 
ing” of the farm under super- 
vision of the United States Soil 
Conservation Service, Illinois and 
Missouri state agricultural ex- 
perts and the Shiloh-O’Fallon Soil 
Conservation District of St. Clair 
county.

The Association of Naval Of- 
ficers from the Ranks believes 
that he should. The Navy De 
partment apparently does not. 
As matters now stand, an An- 
napolis graduate or any other of- 
ficer who began his naval service 
with a commission may retire 
after 20 years at pay commensu- 
rate with the highest rank he 
held while in service. A tempo- 
rary officer who rose from the 
ranks, however, must, at the end 
of 20 years, accept transfer into 
the Fleet Reserve ‘at the enlisted 
rating he held before becoming 
an officer. And he must remain 
at that rating for another 10 
years before he can qualify for 
his officer’s pension. 

The position of former enlisted 
men who received a permanent 
rather than a temporary cémmis- 
sion in the regular Navy is even 
worse, Unless they are given an 
opportunity to serve a full 10 
years as officers, they cannot re- 
tire at that rank. This ruling, in 
effect, precludes most of these 
men from obtaining officers’ re 
tirement pay because a majority 
of them obtained their commis- 
sions late in life and they face 
the prospect of bein 
age, illness or red appropria- 
tions to resign before their span 
of service has been completed. 
St. Is Counsel. 

‘To correct these inequities and 
to watch over the other interests 
of the ed-offi- 
cer, the association was formed 
last March.

The reason the law didn’t apply 
to these officers, the Comptroller 
General held, was that they had to 
retire into the Fleet Reserve as 
enlisted men since there were no 
provisions witch would enable 
them to make such a move as offi- 
cers. 

The term Fleet Reserve is, in 
Curtis’ opinion, a misnomer. This 
organization, created by Congress 
at the behest of the Navy in 1938, 
he points out, deals solely with the 
amount of pay enlisted men as- 
signed to it will receive while in 
it. Although the title would lead 
the average layman to believe the 
Fleet Reserve is a group of Navy 
men kept on the alert with regular 


no less subject to call in times of 
emergency than any Navy man 
who has been retired. 

The act creating the Reserve be- 
gins with the sentence, The Fleet 
Reserve shall be composed of offi- 
cers and enlisted men transferred 
or assigned thereto.” The term 
“officers,” however, never reap- 
pears in the wording of the act 
and no procedure is set forth for 
their transfer to the Reserve. 

Even before the temporary offi- 
cers’ organization had deen 
formed, Navy men who had risen 
from the ranks called the atten- 
tion of their Congressmen to this 
situation and last Feb. 27 a bill to 
amend the retirement act was in- 
troduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives by United States Repre- 
sentative Claude I. Bakewell of St. 
Louis, 

Bill Eliminates Discrimina 

Bakewell’s bill provided that 
temporary officers from the 
ranks should receive the same re- 
tirement pay as regular Navy of- 
ficers while assigned to the Fleet 
Reserve. It would also have per- 
mitted permanent officers from 
the ranks to retire at the end of 
20 years on pay commensuraté 
with their commissions. — 

Curtis, who is not affected per- 
sonally by these discriminations 
since he entered the Navy as a 
lieutenant j.g. and has the same 
rights and privileges as any 
other commissioned officer re- 
turned to civilian life, sought sup- 
port for the Bakewell bill from 
Navy Department heads in Wash- 
ington but met with a series of 
rebuffs. 

He was told by Commander 
Charles E. Lofgren, attached to 
the Bureau of Personnel, that the 
retirement law should be left 
alone to jell because Congress 
might take away some of the ben- 
efits already conferred if the 
subject were reopened. Com- 
mander Lofgren also expressed 
the opinion that to grant equal 
retirement pay to temporary offi- 
cers at the end of 20 years’ serv- 
ice would constitute a raid on the 
treasury, Curtis said.

View of Senator Walsh. 

In a letter to Forrestal, he 
pointed out that the late former 
Senator David I. Walsh of Massa- 
chusetts, then serving as com- 
mittee chairman, said at one point, 
“I think the committee wanted an 
enlisted man who was raised to 
the rank of officer and was only 
six months or a year during the 
war in that rank, and retired,— 
that he should be treated as if he 
had had the rank all the time for! 
20 years.” 

Again, in the committee's report, 
Curtis told Forrestal, Senator 
Walsh indicated the committee in- 
terpreted the bill to take care of 
temporary officers while they wee 
in the Fleet Reserve and not at 
the expiration of the 10 years they 
were assigned to it. The report 
said, in effect, that menibers of 
the Fleet Reserve, while in the 
Reserve, should be retired with 
the highest rank satisfactorily 
held under temporary commission 
on active duty and should receive 
the retainer pay based on that 
rank. 

Curtis’s letter to the secretary 
was mailed two months ago but 
so far the only reply has been 
a routine acknowledgment that 
it was received. Bakewell's bill, 
submitted by the House Com- 
mittee on Armed Services last 
March 4 to the Navy Department 
for comment, was not heard for 
more than 20 weeks. A few days 
before Congress adjourned, it was 
returned to the committee with 
a notation by John L. Sullivan, 
acting secretary of the Navy, that 
the Navy Department had con- 
cluded its enactment was not de- 
sirable. 

If passed, Sullivan said, the bill 
“would result in a marked in- 
crease in the present and future 
cost of the fetired list without 
increasing the benefits to the 
Navy.”

Agreed to Conversion | 
Of Sterling Into Dollars.

Under the loan agreement, the British 
authorities have always had the power to 
refuse applications for “capital” transfers. 
But in regard to “current” transactions op- 
timism led them to agree to world-wide con- 
version of pounds into dollars. 


Contrary to frequent report, this was not 
a measure forced on the British by the 
Americans. In his letter to Secretary Sny- 
der, Chancellor Dalton expressly stated that 
“full and free convertibility of sterling, as 
a long-range objective, is an indisperisable 
element in British financial policy.” 

The convertibility feature was to come 
into effect on July 15, 1947—that is, one 
year after the operative date of the Amer- 
fean credit. 

There was, however, an escape clause. 
In exceptional cases, after consultation with 
the American Government, the British were 
authorized to place restrictions on the con- 
version of sterling into dollars. It was 
assured by the loan agreement that such 
restrictions were forbidden in the case of 
the United States and its dependencies. 


On their own initiative, the British ex- 
change control authorities extended full 
American status in this respect to a list of 
nations known as “American account coun- 
tries.“ These were the Philippines, Bo- 
livia, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, 
The Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Guate- 
mala, Haiti, Honduras, Mexico, Nicaragua, 
Panama, Peru, Salyador and Venezuela.

In the six weeks fol- 
lowing July 1 of this year the figure soared 
to an average of $115,000,000 a week. 

Debates in Parltament, early in August, 
in which the British crisis was frankly 
avowed to the world, set off a "deluge. Be- 
tween Aug. 12 and 18, the British treasury 
was compelled to convert sterling into a 
staggering total of $237,000,000. When the 
escape clause was finally evoked, on Aug. 
20, only $400,000,000 of the American 
credit remained. 


Britain Could Not 
Supply Wanted Products. 


Demand for dollars in lieu of sterling 
rose in the first instance from Britain's 
inability to supply products desired by its 
creditors. For instance, Brazil sold coffee 
to the United Kingdom and in return asked 
steel and machinery, radios and ice boxes. 
These were unavailable in Britain, and were 
to be had ‘1 the United States. But only 
dollars were acceptable in American trade. 


The result was that Britain, like many 
individuals, was spending more than its in- 
come, and was compelled to draw more and 
more heavily on its capital, including the 
American credit. That way lies bankruptcy. 
Foreign countries began to doubt the stabil- 
ity of the pound, especially at its inflated 
value of $4.03. The snowslide of sterling 
conversion swelled to an avalanche. What 
developed, in effect, was a global bank run 
on the United Kingdom’s dollar resources. 


Snyder and Dalton closed the bank. 

The mounting drain of British dollar re- 
sources was watched with far more concern 
in Washington than in London. There is 
ground for believing that at least as early 
as June, Treasury and State Department 
officials advised the British Government to 
resort to a loophole provided in the second 
section of Article XIV in the international 
monetary agreement, signed at Bretton 
Wood, N. H., in July, 1944. 

It was intended primarily to give special 
relief to countries whose territories had suf- 
fered enemy occupation. During the post- 
war transitional period, it was stipulated, 
any member could when necessary maintain, 
adapt or introduce restrictions on payments 
and transfers for eurrent international 
transactions. 


Convertibility Is 
Postponed Sixty Days. 


British confidence remained unperturbed, | 


however, except that on July 15 convertibil- 
ity was postponed for 60 days— that 18, until 
Sept. 15—in the case of the follewing: coun- 
tries:, Paraguay, Austria, Bulgaria, China, 
Denmark, Greenland, the French franc area, 
Greece, Hungary, Poland, Romania, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Lichtenstéin, Turkey and Yugo- 
slavia. 

The countries in which convertibility of 
sterling into dollars was introduced on July 
15 were Argentina, Brazil, Canada, New- 
foundland, Czechoslovakia, Egynt, Ethiopia, 
Finland, Iran, Italy, Vatican City, San Ma- 
rino, Norway, the Anglo-Egyptian Soudan, 
Uruguay and the Belgian, Dutch, Portu- 
guese and Spanish monetary areas. 

There remained the so-called sterling bloc, 
which includes the United Kingdom and 
its dominions and colonies except Canada 
and Newfoundland; and in addition Iraq,

It was in order to plug up all possible 
leaks that Britain—again, it is alleged, with- 
out, American pressure — proceeded to 
freeze" the $400000,000 remaining from 
the American loan. “His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment,” wrote Chancellor Dalton, would 
not propose to notify any further with- 
drawals, beyond those already notified, 
from the line of credit.” Without dissent, 
Secretary Snyder answered that the United 
States Government had taken notre of this 
statement. 


Present Position 
Of British Government. 


The British Government is therefore in 
the position, with tacit American approval, 
to reject applications for conversion from 
countries in alk of the four groups, on the 
ground that dollars are no longer available. 
The freeze is to continue until the present 
consultations.between the two negotiating 
parties are completed. The consultations 
may be concluded or protracted at their 
pleasure. 

Consequently, to meet future excesses of 
imports over exports, the United King- 
dom has little recourse except to ask fur- 
ther American loans or to fall back on its 
reserves of gold and dollars, estimated at 
$2,500,000,000; and upon liquidation of the 
fragments of its once massive foreign in- 
vestment. The loans might come from the 
Export-Import Bank or the World Bank, 
neither of which could provide such an 
amount as the $3,750,000,000 authorized 
by Congress. 9 

Charges that the Labor Government bas 
frittered away the American loan seem 
unsubstantiated by evidence. Britain made 
purchases in the United States, during the 
year ending June 30 last, totaling $1,540,- 

000,000. The sum was distributed as fol- 

lows: Raw materials, 27 per cent; food, 

25 per cent; machinery, 14 per cent; 

tobacco, 12 per cent; food and supplies 

for Germany, 11 per cent; ships, 7 per 
cent; and motion picture films, 4 per cent. 

If tobacco and movie films are rated as 
luxuries, they absorbed together 16 per cent 
of the whole. The loudest screams in this 
country have emanated from the smallest 
sufferer, the motion picture industry, which 
received $62,000,000 as against $416,000,- 
000 for raw materials, $380,000,000 for food 
and $216,000,000 for machinery. 

The toppling of the pound means for the 
British people sacrifices and privations sur- 
passing those, of war days. 
it may spell a*puncture of their inflated 
export trade, with effects upon domestic 
prosperity and employment, and repercur 
sions upon the Marshall plan and this coun- 
try’s program of foreign trade organization. 
For the rest of the world it means that 
dollar shortage appears destined for new 
heights of acuteness.

N the office of Juan Terry Trippe, president of Pan Ameriean World Air- 
ways and one of the leaders of inter national air transport, there is a large

Like most explorers of the air, Trippe 
thinks of the years ahead, not the years 
behind; of future problems rather than past 
achievements. In 1946 the gross revenues 
of Pan American were $113,000,000, and 
the figure probably will be higher this year. 
His chief American competitors for the 
lucrative overseas trade—Trans-World Air- 
lines, dominated by Hughes, and American 
Overseas Airlines—are also handling an 
enormous volume of business. But Trippe 
sees a possible disaster occurring within 
the next five to 10 years, a commercial storm 
rising from the undercutting of American 
lines by the foreign-owned companies com- 
peting in the field. His rivals admit the 
possibilities of a storm, but they feel the 
United States airlines can ride it out with- 
out pooling their resources in a single over- 
seas air company. 

“The United States must establish one 
consolidated air carrier for overseas opera- 
tions, jointly owned by the domestic air- 
lines, steamship lines, railroads, and ghe} 
public,” Trippe told his associates just be- 
fore World War II ended, and he has repeat- 
edly expressed the same views in messages 
to stockholders. It would be imperative, 
he gaid, as a defense hears: foreign com- 
petition. 

Since he took over ‘the direction of the 
Pan American system 20 years ago, Trippe 
has expanded tts routes t6 reach most of 
the populated areas of the earth and the 
company has obtained great power in inter- 
national affairs, especially in Latin Amer-; 
ica. Now a quiet, dark-haired, pipe-smoking | 
vigorous man in his late forties, a man Who 
seems to need little rest or relaxation, 
Trippe has become a legendary figure 
his own lifetime—a man with Napoleonic 
ambitions to his opponents, a man of tre- 
mendous energy, imagination and high ideals 
to his backers. 


His Plans Are Subject 
Of Bitter Controversy*® 


Indifferent to personal publicity, he has 
been plunged into the front pages of the 
nation because of the vast expansion of his 
company, his wide influence in many places, 
and the respect given to his ideas by a 
series of Presidents, Senators and Represent- 
atives. His power and his plans for inter- 
national aviation became subjects of bitter 
controversy in the spectacular hearings con- 
ducted in Washington this summer by the 
Senate War Investigation. Committee. 

Howard Hughes declared that the probe

For Americans | mittee chairman, because Hughes had turned 


down an offer of a merger made by Trippe, 
a close friend of the Senator. Brewster 
acknowledged the friendship, but sharply 
denied that Trippe had tried to guide the 
course of the investigation. 

Since he began his career in aviation in 
the early 1920s, soon after his return from 
service in the first world war as a Marine 
bomber pilot, Trippe has engaged in a num- 
ber of long struggles with competitors and 
has won most of his fights. 


His first attempt to create an airline was 
not too successful. In 1922 he organized 
the Long Island Airways system, which con- | 
sisted of seven battered planes, two or three | 
mechanics, and a few pilots. He took pas- 
sengers up on sight-seeing flights, conducted 
group trips, and did contract work for mo- 
tion picture companies, But the Long Island 
system did not thrive, and he took a job as | 
general manager of Colonial Airways in 
1926, when that line was formed by young 
Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney, Percy Rocke- 
feller and William Vanderbilt. 


Flying Boats Used

Whitney, Rockefeller and Vanderbilt 
pulled out of Colonial Airways in 1927, 
and Trippe left at the same time. The 
Pan American system was pounded into 
shape by men who saw the potentialities of 
an air transportation system extending over 
the Caribbean and along the coasts of South 
America. Trippe went to companies all 
over the United States to raise the money. 
No one group or person held more than 
1 per cent of the stock.

Rivals of Trippe hinted that perhaps Trippe 
foresaw that Pan Am had reached the limits 
ror its growth.

Two years later, in testimony at hearings 
before the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce of the House of Repre- 
sentatives last May, Trippe reaffirmed his 
position. The fact that he had appeared 
to testify in favor of a bill which providea 
for the dissolution of his huge company 
seemed to bewilder some members of the 
committee. One congressman asked him the 
inevitable question: 


“Are you losing money?” 

“No,” .Trippe replied. We are not. I 
think it is a fine patriotic gesture on te 
part of every single member of the Board 
of Directors to authorize me to come before 
your committee and advocate this plan, be- 
cause it does mean that a great many of 
them will not fit on the new board. hing 

A little later Trippe admitted that he ex- 
pected his stockholders would benefit hand- 
somely by exchanging their holdings for 
shares in the new “chosen air. carrier,” 
because a single big company could meet 
the heavy competition of foreign monopo- 
lies such as British Overseas Airways, Air 
France, the Dutch line called K-L-M, and 
other giants in the field. He insisted, how- 
ever, that stockholders of TWA and Amer- 
ican Overseas Airlines, his principal rivals, 
would also be better off in a few years as 
far as their investment in the overseas 
business is concerned.” 


Trippe agreed with opponents of the plan 
who pointed out that all American airlines 
had been making sizeable profits on over- 
seas operations, but he gloomily prophesied 
again that when the foreign government- 
backed elines recovered from war disloca- 
tions these lines would have an immense 
advantage over American carriers because 
of their lower costs and the unlimited cap- 
ital support given to the airlines by their 
governments.

These words begin the 1946-47 annual report 
of the American Civil Liberties Union, which 
has counted the score, found that the people's 
basic rights fared none too well last year and 
may suffer worse in the future. The A.C.L.U.

serves close attention. 

According to the A.C.L.U., the year saw 43 
events favorable to civil liberties and 30 un- 
favorable—but “the unfavorable items outweigh 
the favorable.” | 

On the good side, the Supreme Court upheld 
@ newspaper’s right to criticize the conduct of 


court trials and the right of Indians to payment 


for land taken from them almost a century ago. 
It set aside the murder conviction of a 17-year- 
old boy who had not been told of his right to 
counsel. A District Court ruled out South Caro- 
lina’s all-white primary. The Arkansas Supreme 
Court reversed the contempt conviction of two 
Negro editors who had criticized a trial. A Bos- 
ton judge dismissed obscenity charges against 
“Forever Amber.” : 

Puerto Ricans were given the right to elect 
their own Governor. Connecticut passed a Fair 
Employment Practices Act. President Truman 
set up boards to review violations of the Selec- 
tive Service Act and to propose improvements in 
federal laws guaranteeing civil rights. 

On the bad side, the Supreme Court made 
three disastrous 5-to-4 decisions. It upheld a 
conviction for draft evasion on evidence obtained 
in a search for forgery evidence, thereby impair- 
ing the constitutional immunity from unreason- 
able searches. 

It upheld a New Jersey law giving bus fare to 
parochial school children, thus breaching the 
separation of church and state. (“The effect of 
the decision,” says the A.C.L.U., “has been to in- 
crease all over the country demands by religious 
agencies . . . for not only transportation, but 
textbooks, teachers’ salaries and other services.“ 
The third decision, a particularly shocking one, 
upheld a murder conviction even though the de- 
fendant’ had no counsel when he pleaded guilty. 

Seven Negroes were lynched. A South Caro- 
lina jury acquitted 28 confessed lynchers. Poll 
taxes remain in seven states, and though the 
House has three times voted to abolish them, the 
outlook for senatorial action is still dim. The 
Un-American Activities Committee “continued 
in precisely the same line as its Democratic 
predecessors . . . by the same irresponsible 
methods of innuendo, scare-head publicity and 
unfair treatment of witnesses.” 

Tests of loyalty under President Truman's or- 


der, the report finds, are dangerously vague. 
The Union, while supporting the principle of

In three particulars, this newspaper cannot 
follow the A.C.L.U.’s appraisal. The report takes 
a superficially cheerful view of the state of 
democracy under American occupation in Japan. 
Second, we see no reason why units of American 
government should not require employes to stay 
out of unions which assert the right to strike 
against government. Third, we cannot agree 


that the Taft-Hartley Act is a wholesale breach 


of civil rights. It mainly amends special privi- 
leges, a very different thing. True, some sec- 
tions are objectionable, particularly the seeming 
bar on political opinion in union newspapers. 
With a few such exceptions, the A.C.L.U.'s 
findings are impressive and ominous. In the 


effort to combat repugnant Communist dogmas, 


there is more than academic danger that the 
United States may carelessly adopt oppressions 
of freedom that could only make American life 
more like Russian life. | 

In the face of that threat, Americans whose 
patriotism is more than skin-deep will find a 
guide in this principle stated by the A. C. L. U.: 
“Where new social forces are checked, intimi- 


dated or discouraged, a society loses its dynamic \.

A mounting attack on political apathy was re- 
ported in Edward A. Harris’ article on the Na- 
tional Institute of Social Relations. This calls 


for rejoicing, because apathy has become a basic 


menace to democracy. Individuals begin to 
feel they can’t influence events — or that 
“George is taking care of this for me.“ In 
Germany, that attitude made easy pickings for 
a Nazi “George.” In the United States, it has 
sometimes let Communists gain control of local 
unions and rabid reactionaries call the tune for 
business men’s associations. 

Dr. Julius Schreiber, a psychiatrist, whose pro- 
fession was the individual mind, became wor- 
ried with the apathetic state of the public mind. 
It would be wonderful, he thought, if more 
Americans could be stimulated by “talking it 
out” in town-meeting fashion, as young men in 
the Army’s orientation courses had done, From 
this hope grew the institute, which sponsors 
local groups to discuss the widest variety of 
social and political problems. 

In the first 18 months, says Harris, its success 
has been “hothing short of phenomenal.” Local 
sponsors are already beginning to take over fi- 
nancial responsibility, which is a fine test of 
accomplishment. ä 

Apathy yields to no single attack, and other

crusaders are in the field. There is, for example, 
the Industrial Areas Foundation, which grew 
from the remarkably successful Back of the 
Yards movement in Chicago, in which residents 
of a slum united to help themselves. _ Like 
Schreiber’s institute, it was started by an aroused 
man of science: Saul D. Alinsky, a criminolo- 
gist. There are still other anti-apathy enter- 
prises, but all too few of them.

In the fourth century, the bishop Arius was 
excommunicated for arguing that God was One 
rather than Three, but his heresy persisted. The 

uncil of Nicaea was called to dispose of this 
division, It was called by the Emperor Con- 
stantine, who foresaw that the breach, if allowed 
to grow, might split his temporal empire. 

In the modern parallel, dissenters who have 
already fled Russia or been purged are in the 
position of Arius, Yet, try as the faithfuls of 


‘the party have to keep their own dogma pure, 


troublesome differences have crept into the in- 
terpretation of the Russian revelation. 

Some of them come, no doubt, from the dif- 
ficulty of reconciling official Sunday-go-to-meet- 
ing Marxism with the seven-days-a-week fact that 
Russia isn't a proletarian democracy but an 
autocratic state, with a highly developed internal 
caste system and unlimited external ambitions. 
Several intricate questions of dogma have been 
exposed recently in the Soviet press. So finally 
a council of the elders was called to wrangle out 
differences and reaffirm the faith—just as hap- 
pened at Nicaea. 

There is that resemblance, but there is also a 
difference that may mean much more to future 
events. Church and state were united in and 
after the Nicene Council, but for long periods 
each was strong enough to curb excesses in the 
other’s ambition. In Russia, Marxism, the domi- 
nant religion, and the state are one, and the 
priests and politicians are the same men. There 
is nothing to curb them but their own discre- 
tion. Confronted by such a mobilized power, na- 
tions that shun the Soviet dogma need look 
constantly to their own power. That course, more 
than anything else, will speak a language that 
the Russian discretion can understand.

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To Protect the Contract 


Secretary of the Treasury Snyder's assertion 
that the British loan agreement is not being 


‘violated is understandable but inaccurate. To 


check the alarming decline in British-held dollar 
exchange, Britain has received our Administra- 
tion’s permission not to honor the demands of 
other creditor countries for payment in dollars. 
Free convertibility to dollars was promised in 
the agreement, so this temporary suspension of 
that clause does constitute a temporary breach. 
This is not to condemn the Administration’s 
decision. On the contrary. Britain’s dollar crisis 
became acute during a congressional recess, and 


the Administration’s duty is to deal with it. Con- 
’ gress is a party to the contract, but the Admin- 


istration is the active trustee. The trustee’s 
judgment is that the security of the agreement 
as a whole, and of the American money it in- 
volves, will be best protected by permitting a 
temporary suspension of one part. Believing 
that, the Administration has acted reasonably, as 
a faithful trustee. 

Congress could have been reconvened to pass 
on this decision before it took effect. But that 
step would hardly seem justified, and there 
seems to be little congressional demand for it. 

In the end, of course, the Administration must 
account to Congress and the people for its trus- 
teeship. By specific act or silent assent, Con- 
gress will ratify the temporary exception in the 
agreement—or will denounce it. We hope Con- 
gress will ratify, and without trying to make 
partisan political medicine from this bipartisan 
interest. To denounce it would strongly imply 
that Congress had abandoned the search for 
peace and security through aiding our European 
friends to recovery.

You're NOT the Boss 


YOU'RE THE BOSS, by Edward J. Fiynn. (The Viking 

Press, New York.) 

Here is a remarkable description of 
bossism, as it operates in American poli- 
tics, by a man who has been a successful 
boss, or Leader (with a capital L), as he 
calls himself, Boss Flynn of New York's 
Bronx, where about 500,000 votes are cast, 
boasts that he has never lost a local elec- 
tion there. 

Former Mayor LaGuardia, who has at- 
tacked Fiynn’s book with typical fury, 
scoffs at Flynn’s record. LaGuardia claims 
that popular figures like Al Smith and 
F. D. R. did not need Flynn's help, but on 
the contrary that 
their names on the 
ballot elected Flynn's 
local ticket. 

Anyway, Flynn's 
position in the Bronx 
made him a national 
political figure. He 
became New York's 
Secretary of State, 
chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic National Com- 
mittee and special 
envoy of F. D. R. to 
Stalin and the Pope. 
In addition, President 
Roosevelt poured oth- 
er favors on him. He Edward J. Flynn 
was offered the ambassadorship to Ger- 
many, which he refused, and, later, the 
ambassadorship to Australia. When he was 
attacked for the alleged paving-block scan- 
dal and other things in the Senate, Flynn 
withdrew his name for the latter job. 

Now, upon what meat does this, our 
Caesar, feed? Plainly, it is upon giving 
political jobs to his henchmen. “I always 
see to it,” says Flynn, “that the key party 
workers have some sort of exempt posi- 
tion.” An exempt position is one in which 
the holder does not have to qualify under 
civil service rules. Flynn adds that the 
families also—sons, daughters, husbands, 
District Leaders are taken 
care of in some way or other. It is mag- 
ical how. effective it is to the continued 
power of a boss to load the public payroll 
with machine workers, 

. “eee 

But there is another kind of meat upon 
which Caesar battens, a negative kind of 
meat, and Flynn freely tells of it. It is 
public indifference, particularly in primary 
elections. “Many poor candidates are 
named,” says Flynn, “because of the fact 
that the so-called boss of the organization 
knows that the great majority of the mem- 
bers of his party would take no interest in 
the primary election anyway. Bosses get 
away with a good deal by default—your de- 
fault.” 

Of course, Boss Flynn is perfectly safe in 
saying that, because neither the rank-and- 
file citizens of the Bronx nor of other com- 
munities are going to “get down off their 
high-horses and grub around in practical 
politics as active members of a party.” In 
that sense, there is a certain irony in the 
title of Flynn’s book. It might better have 
been named, “You’re Not the Boss.” 

Boss Flynn gives a graphic description 
of a meeting of his executive committee 
to name a slate of candidates for an im- 
portant election. It took 10 minutes or less 
to hold the meeting, “for everything had 
been arranged in advance.” Mr. Flynn had 
a great deal to do with arrangements for, 
as he says, “to deny that I, as chairman 
of the Executive Committee, am the domi- 
nant force in the Bronx Democratic organ- 
ization would be foolish.”

Political leaders always maintained... 
that they have the right to speak in be- 
half of a client to a judge on the bench. 
. . The practice is not the best in the 
world, but unfortunately as long as human 
nature is what it is, nothing can stop a 
friend of the judge from talking to him 
about matters that come to the latter's 
official attention. 

While this is a more startling admission 
than most, it is typical of the bold, even 
arrogant, way in which Boss Flynn tells 
his story of how politics, hence govern- 
ment, operates. a 

Apart from its lesson in what might be 
called practical civics, Flynn's book con- 
tains many interesting facts about the rise 
and fall of Jimmy Walker and the blasted 
presidential ambitions of Al Smith and it 
contains an intimate analysis of President 
Roosevelt. Of particular interest is Flynn's 
account of the President's worsening physi- 
cal condition toward the end of his third 
te?m. 

Because of the blazing light it throws on 
the workings of American politics, it might 
be said that the Bronx Boss has commit- 
ted a kind of unconscious classic.

Its arms and equip- 
ment have been integrated with 
those of the Soviet forces. Large 
depots of Soviet material of war 
have been established in Bulgaria. 
Soviet officers and technicians 
win remain “on loan” to the Bul 
garian forces. 

Under these conditions, the 
mere withdrawal of the Russian 
troop formations means little or 
nothing. They can come Back any 
time, as long as the Russians still 
remain in Romania, or they can 
come back by sea even after the 
Russians leave Romania—if they 
ever do. 

The Bulgarians are in ample 
strength to continue the game of 
needling the Greeks. The Russian 

osition in Romania and in the 
Plack Sea area generally is just 
about as satisfactory as ever as 
far as the “war of nerves” against 
Turkey is concerned. 

If in future it became desirable 
to the Kremlin to undertake an 
actual attack on Turkey, there 
wuule be every opportunity to 
prepare for it well in advance, So 
the presence of 50,000 or so Rus- 
sian troops in Bulgaria is no 
longer necessary for any immedi- 
ate Soviet purpose. f 

On the other hand the Russians 
will Pain substantial advantages 
from the withdrawal of American 
and British troops from Italy.

Clothing Outlook Improved. 


Prospects for clothing the hy- 
man race are also looking up.

estimates that carryover stocks 
are so substantia] that the effer- 
tive supply is nearly ag large as 
prewar. The biggest difficulty 
here is on the manufacturing side 
—lack of manpower, fuel, power 
and chemicals—and in the inapbdil- 
ity of many countries to pay in 
foreign exchange, chiefly dollars, 
for imports of raw fiber materials 

Shortage of timber, the F.A.O. 
estimates, will continue to delay 
construction projects, especially 
housing, for the next 12 months 
throughout the world. The timber 
exporting countries in Scandinavia 
and eastern Europe are producing 
less and consuming more, and the 
difficulty of finansing imports 
from North America is prolon- 
ing the acute shortage in west- 
ern Europe. 

In the long run, the F. A. O. be- 
lieves, the growing pressure of 
world population upon the planet’s 
food supply (not to mention tim- 
ber and fibers) could easily be met 
by starting or stimulating produc- 
tion in Latin America and Africa, 
whose vast resources are virtually. 
untouched. Such possibilities, it

Crops Imports Lewer. 

From the facts available it fs 
evident that the peoples of West- 
ern and Central Europe will get 
from 5 to 10 per cent less food 
during the coming twelve months 
than they had last year when they 
subsisted on a hunger level of 
1700-2000 calories. Due to bad 
weather the European crops this 
year are even worse than those 
of last year. 

In July the F.A.O. estimated 
the minimum grain import needs 
for Europe, North Africa and Asia 
at 34,000,000 to 38,000,000 tons 
without allowing for any improve- 
ment in bread rations, any addi- 
tional livestock feeding or any 
increase in working reserves. 
Against this need, supplies of 
grain available for export from 
the surplus countries was esti- 
mated at from 30,000,000 to 34,000,- 
000 tons. Since July this estimate 
of a net deficit of 4,000,000 tons 
has been. increased to 11,000,000 
tons due to bad weather in Eu- 
rope and America. 

In other words, the world is fac- 
ing one of its worst food crises in

OO many accidents are occur- 

T ing to single-engine, four-place 

aircraft flying under instru- 
ment conditions. Since this t 
of aircraft is generally among the 
sturdiest and most stable of per- 
sonal planes, the accident record 
hints at lack of judgment in op- 
erations. 
Two important considerations 
are involved. One concerns the 
moral right of a pilot knowingly 
to place passengers in a situation 
risk. The other con- 
cerns destruction of confidence in 
a type of aircraft, which, when 
used with average discrimination, 
has genuine utility in the business 
and family life of the people. 

Flight of a single-engine plane 
at night or in instrument weather 
involves definite hazard. If the 
engine quits when visibility is 
lacking, the matter of coming 
safely to earth in a forced land- 
ing is a pure gamble. Additionally, 
the single-engine plane does not 
have the multiplicity of flight aids 
and communications facilities pos- 
sessed by multi-engine aircraft. It 
also lacks something of their 
range which enables easier choice 
of alternate destination. 

All Have Parachutes. 


True enough, single-engine mili- 
planes are flown at night, 
and on ca 121 but each 
crewman . ave a parachute 
and be trained in the procedure 
Furthermore, calcu- 
lated risk is a part of the mili- 
tary .airman’s life.

M’ ARTHUR HAILS 
JAP TOLERANCE 
AvD DEMOCRACY 


TOKYO (Sunday), Sept. 7 (UP) 
—Gen. Douglas MacArthur said 
today that selection of the first 
Christian prime minister in Japa- 
nese history last May = “how 
far Japan has progressed” on the 
road of free government and re- 
ligious tolérance. 

MacArthur commented on Tetsu 
Katayama’s selection as premier 
in his May report on the occupa- 
tion. Katayama, leader of the 
Social Democratic party, and first 
premier under the new constitu- 
tion, was the coalition choice of 
three of the four major parties. 
He found a cabinet which in- 
cluded no Communists. 

MacArthur noted that prices 
continued to soar in Japan during 
May and that measures to coun- 
teract price increases succeeded 
only in the case of certain luxury 
products. Despite improved food 
collections during May, the Su- 
preme Commander’s report said, 
Japan had to import 30 per cent 
of its May ration. 

The report noted that Tokyo's 
May .day celebration this year 
placed emphasis on “cultural up- 
lift of the working class” rather 
than the, class struggle. 

It said’ that on April 1 two to 
six lunches a week were being 
served to 5,486,618 Japanese chil- 
dren in 8018 sthools. The need 
for this became evident, Mac- 
Arthur reported,“from a survey 
which showed average height of 
primary Japanese students 
dropped two inches from 1937 to 
1946. During the same period aver- 
age weight dropped 6.6 pounds.

When you buy a ticket from 
a scalper, you pay an extra 
price. Many a man has ‘paid 
more than double the face val- 
ue of a pair of ducats, not nec- 
essarily choice. We've had calls 
around series time, asking if we 
could direct a red-hot fan to a 
first-class scalper. “I gotta get 
these for the boss. from New 
York,” the voice would say. “I 
don’t care what they cost.” 

Well, the Cardinals have beat- 
en the scalpers to the punch 
and the extra money, in case 
the unexpected should happen 
and the Redbirds should over- 
haul the Dodgers. 

At recent Cardinals games 
there have been many unoccu- 
pied seats in the sections sold 
in advance to fans, Apparently 
the fans wanted to be sure of 
having the seats for a world 
series, if any. The extra cost 
was only $35 a seat, more or 
less, depending on how you fig- 
ured. For instance if a cus 
tomer paid $35 to reserve a seat 
and then didn’t attend any of 
the season's es, he'd still get 
that seat for the world series, 
by paying the usual world series 
prices. If the customer attended. 
10 or 15 games, the total cost 
would be greater, but he also 
could write off that much of the 
$35 cost for enjoyment of games 
during the season. : 

Of course the Cardinals didn’t 
mean they were going into the 
scalping business, but the fact 
that the customers are not using 
those seats for some of the big 
games certainly proves that 
many merely were willing to 
pay a little extra (medium 
scalpers’) price for their world 
series tickets. A slogan for the 
reserved seat sale next spring 
might well be, “Pay your 
scalpers’ price early and be sure 
of a seat for the world series.”

Aerial Survey 
Paints Bright 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Sept. 6 
Good news for American duck 


hunters, particularly’ along the 
Mississippi flyway, came from B. 
W. Cartwright, chief naturalist for 
“Ducks Unlimited.” 

Cartwright, who has just re- 
turned from an airplane survey of 
the three prairie provinces, said 
his observations showed “far more 
ducks than previous reports gave 
us reason to hope for.” He gave 
Kit Kitney, outdoor editor of the 
Winnipeg Tribune, the following 
picture of the situation: 

In the South Saskatchewan delta 
area near The Pas there were 50 
breeding pairs per square mile in 
some localities. Each pair was 
raising an average of six duck- 
lings. 

Throughout other sections of 
The Pas area which previously 
had been reported poor, the duck 
population should be very good. 
In sections where a previous aerial 
survey had estimated one bird to 
five acres, Cartwright estimated 
one-half bird to each acre, 

In the Dog Lake area, north of 
Ashern, ducks rose in such num- 
bers that it was impossible to 
count them. He estimated 2000 
birds per mile ‘of shoreline. 

In the inaccessible portions of 
Manitoba's big grass marsh, the 
ducks rose in thousands and the 
pilot of the plane had a hard time 
avoiding them, 

Waterfowl conditions in Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta were very 


good,

That 
bank is the Manufacturers Bank 
and Trust Co. at 1731 South Broad- 
way. They had a look, too, into 
the offices of the Bank Building 
and Equipment Corporation at 906 
Sidney street, u where many of the

new ideas of bank architecture 
have been originated. 

The Manufacturers Bank and 
Trust Co. is not the only one in 
St. Louis to strip off the ornate 
trappings of the Gas-Light Era,” 
or the massive marble and mahog- 
any of banking’s “frost-bite era.” 
But it was one of the_first to get 
the job completed, and has one of 
the best examples of the new archi- 
tecture.

There are only 55 per cent as 
many banks in the country now as 
there were in the early Twenties, 
according to Gander, and they are 
handling many times more busi- 
ness than did the banks of the 
Twenties.

AP MORE THAN 25 PC 


24 Pct. Rise in Food Bills, 
30 Pct. Increase for Fuel 
Since First of Year. 


The cost of food, supplies &nd 
fuel to Community Chest agencies 


has increased more than 25 per 
cent during the first six months 
of 1947 over the corresponding 
last year, H. Hadley 
Grimm, budget director of the 
Greater St. Louis Community 
Chest, announced yesterday. 

Analysis of budget items show 
an increase of 24 per cent in food 
costs, a 25 per cent rise in price of 
medical supplies and an ‘increase 
of 30 per cent in heating costs, 
Grimm said. Salaries of personnel 
employed by the various agencies 
also Dune risen 14 per cent, he 
added 

A total of $776,860 was spent for 
food by 51 members of the Chest 
during the first half of 1947, which 
was $151,300 more than food costs 
for the corresponding period in 
1946. 

A tabulation of costs for 1946, 
1947, the actual increase and the 
percentage increase follows: 

Household supplies, $66,440, $92,- 
060, $25,620, and 38 per cent; laun- 
dry supplies, $33,420, $46,800, $13,- 
380; and 40 per cent; office sup- 
plies, $34,320, $41,480, $7160, and 
21 per cent; farm supplies, $2830, 
$3560, $730 and 25 per cent. 

In addition, medical supplies not 
included under general supplies, 
cost $444,620 for 56 agencies, or an 
increase of $88,810 over the first 
six months in 1946. Fuel cost 58 
agencies $70,770 from January to 
June, 1947, and increase of 321, 
130, Grimm said. 

Total budgets of the 100 agen- 
cies which are members of the 
Chest are expected to exceed $13,- 
000,000 this year in comparison 
with the budget of $11,000,000 last 
year, Grimm said.

Department of national economy 
figures show the 1947 cost of liv- 
ing is nearly five times the 1934 
standard. Wholesale prices have 
more than tripled and retail 
prices range between five and six 
times those of 1934. 
The trend now is down, partly 
due to a spontaneous 
strike that cut retail sales about 
one-fourth this spring. High prices 
are blamed by economists for un- 
employment in building trades and 
textile and shoe 
As in other En American 
countries, Mexico in wartime 
fixed some prices, established con- 
trol commissions, opened govern- 
ment stores, prosecuted many mer- 
chants and met shortages by hur 
ried imports or improvised distri- 
bution, but none of these measures 
worked perfectly. 
Wages went up but unions as- 
serted they did not keep pace with 


prices. 

Slight Price Cut. 
Prices started down a month 
after Aleman took charge but re- 
ductions were not great. 
Mexico's prohibition of luxury 
imports affects about one seventh 
of Mexico's foreign buying. After 
the embargo, the demand for dol- 
lars dropped about 50 per cent. 
Such things as automobiles, 
— foods, fine textiles and 
tems bought only by the wealth- 
ier people are barred. 
These measures, coupled with 
Mexico’s tourist dollars and a psy- 
chological campaign, are supple- 
mented by Aleman’s industrializa- 
tion and development plan. Ale- 
man is encouraging establishment 
of factories, even by government 
investment. 
Textile and shoe plants, import- 
ant here, are being aided in mod- 
ernizing their methods so they can 
produce more cheaply. 
Work has been hastened on elec- 
tric waterpower projects and irri- 
gation systems to give industry 
cheap power and to increase food 
production. Largely through gov- 
ernment measures, Mexico is able 
this year to export instead of im- 


port sugar.

W ILL one American woman in- 
fluence and perhaps change 
the future of 78,000,0000 Japa- 
nese?

“It seems to me one of the 
great historical opportunities,” 
said Mrs. Vining. Her ambition 
is to “open windows for Crown 
Prince Akihito into a wider, freer 
world.” She sees him “released 
at a young age into a new world, 
with a better chance than his 
father, for he is free of the re- 
strictions of the godhead imposed 
upon the emperor by centuries of 
tradition and policy.”

HEN the offer came a year 

ago last May, in her office in 

the old Friends Meetinghouse 
in Philadelphia, she said she was 
awed by the magnitude of the op- 
portunity and the responsibility. 
Now she has been tutoring the 
Crown Prince for nearly a year. 
She is no longer awed by the job. 
She is working hard and skilfully 
at it, and with a keen sense of 
what its success may mean to the 
future of Japan. 

Mrs. Vining invited me out to 
“her” two-story white house that 
stands on a sloping hill under a 
big fir tree in the outskirts of 
Tokyo. In the hours that it took 
for the sun-flled garden to turn 
into a pattern of long shadows, 
she reviewed the past year. At 
the end I asked, “Can you put into 
words what you hope to accom- 
plish with the Crown Prince?” 


„J hope to make a genuine lib- 
eral,” she replied. want him 
to have the right kind of con- 
victions and the courage to stand 
by them. The principal thing is 
that he has possibilities of real 
growth and development and I 
want to see him live up to his 
capacities. He is an honest boy 
and does his own thinking. Above 
all, I want to give him that thing 
which is the essence of democracy 
—respect and dignity for indi- 
vidual man.” 

Until the Americans took over 
and he was 12 years old, Akihito,

like all his predecessors, was rig- 
idly shielded from all feminine in- 
fluence, even including his moth- 
ers. No woman ever taught a 
crown prince in Japan oefore. 
They lived in a man’s world in a 
land where women filled the roles 
of field hands, housekeepers and 
human incubators. Naturally, 
then, court circles were shocked 
when Hirohito, in what some con- 
sidered a rather off-hand decision, 
himself asked for “a mature 
Christian woman of good cultural

During a reception he was giv- 
ing for the commission, the Em- 
peror ne made his request,” 
related Mrs. Vining. “He wanted 
someone who was fresh to Japan.” 

When he returned to the states, 
Dr. Stoddard carried out the nego- 
tiations which resulted in the of- 
fer to Mrs. Vining. There, again, 
the final choice between two names 
was left to the Emperor. She 
thinks the choice hinged on three 
things: (1) She is a Quaker and 
the Society of Friends for 300 
years has stood for peace; (2) her 
books for children, and (3) “just 
possibly” the Japanese, in a crisis 
themselves, saw some parallel in 
the fact that her own world had 
once crashed about her when her 
husband, Morgan Vining, was 
killed in an auto wreck in 1933.

N HER forties, Mrs. Vining is 

distinguished for her stories for 

children, in which she “expresses 
large ideas in simple words.” She 
writes under the pen name of 
Elizabeth Janet Grey and her bio- 
graphies of William Penn and of 
“Young Walter Scott,” as well as 
many other books, have been wide- 
ly sold. Her “Adam of the Road” 
won the Newberry award in 1943 
and “Sandy” took the Herald Tri- 
bune Spring Prix prize in 1945. 

When the news of her selection 
broke, Mrs. Vining found herself 
much in the public eye. The movie 
about Anna and the King of Siam, 
which she hadn’t seen, caused peo- 
ple to wonder whether this charm- 
ing, attractive woman from .Phila- 
delphia, even more than Anna 
Leonowens in Siam, might influ- 
ence the history of Japan or pos- 
sibly of all Asia. Last October 
Mrs. Vining landed at Yokohama, 
with a shipload of Army wives 
and children and Japanese repatri- 
ates. 

Under her first year’s contract, 
the Imperial Household pays Mrs. 
Vining a salary of only $2000, plus 
the house and its staff, food, heat 
and a 1941 car which MacArthur 
let the Jap Government keep for

“She started from gcratch in 
Jan to learn English from 
me,” sald Mrs. Vining.

Of greater significance is the 
fact that Mrs. Vining also teaches 
78 other boys in the Peers School, 
the once exclusive school in Tokyo, 
maintained by the Imperial House- 
hold, and which still trains the fu- 
ture leaders of Japan. Future 
prime ministers and cabinet mem- 
bers may come from this group, 
although it is now open to aill 
classes on a democratic basis by 
examination. And in the future a 
boy from any class of society may 
aspire to be prime minister. 

Crown Prince Akihito, who will 
be 14 next December 23, is en- 
rolled in this school, the first time 
a crown prince has studied past 
primary school with other boys. In 
the Schoo] for Peeresses, Mrs. 
Vining has Princess Kazuke, 18; 
Princess Atsuko, 16, and Princess 
Takako, 8. One Tuesday afternoon 
the two older girls come to her 
house for a more informal ses- 
sion, The next Tuesday, the young- 
er princess and Prince Masahito, 
11, who is “very cute and lively,” 
come. 

These elite Schools for Peers and 
Peeresses have always kept the 
boys and girls separate. Now in 
the early grades they study to- 
gether and eventually all classes 
will be co-educational. 

It’s part of the American new 
deal in wiping out the sharp in- 
equalities between the sexes. 

“There used to be two Japanese 
textbooks, one for boys and one 
for girls,” said Mrs. Vining. “They 
taught each an entirely different 
concept of life and their position 
in it. A typical story in a text 
for beginners would say: 

„* What are these boys doing? 
They are sailing a boat. They are 
driving a motor car. They are 
carrying a big box.’ Everything to 
give the boy an impression of 
power and importance.

ing their stockings. They are 
sweeping the street. They are 
feeding the rabbit.’ Not a horse, 
mind you, or something else im- 
pressive, but a rabbit. 

“The whole effect was to teach 
boys their superior position, and 
girls their future of subservience. 
You never get that concept- in 
an American book. Our concept of 
equality and dignity is what I 
am striving to put over. The 
new texts here Have eliminated 
that old Japanese concept. If we 
hope to have democracy and 
peace in the world, we have to 
change the position of women. 
That is being done in Japan. Just 
the fact that a woman is teach- 
ing the Crown Prince, and that 
there is a woman teacher for the 
first time in the Peers Middle 
School, has a great affect on the 
Japanese people, even out in the 
villages.” 

Mrs. Vining is not using her 
own books in teaching, but the 
light-heartedness in them, and the 
simple truths she wrote about, 
run through her lessons. The 
gaiety in her blue eyes is as con- 
tageous with her Japanese pupils 
as it was with the American chil- 
dren she once taught. Her first 
effort with Akihito was to arouse 
his interest. 

“One of the first things I did 
was to teach him to play tennis 
in English. I drew a diagram of 


the court, placed the ball and then 
taught. him the English words, 
like ‘ready,’ ‘what’s the score,’ 
‘serve,’ etc. These words are eas- 
ily transferrable to there things. 

“T’ve’ been doing a good deal of 
hopping around to demonstrate, 
as we proceed from the known 
to the unknown, I teach every- 
thing in English. Then when he 
learns something he thinks in 
English without translation.”

OWEVER, Mrs. Vining has 
H herself been studying Japanese, 

“so I will have the sympathy 
and understanding of the problems 
he has learning English. We have 
many games. For example, we 
take a map of the world, with 
ships on it.

“Next fall we'll start on Robert 
Lawson's They Were Strong and 
Good.’ These are stories about 
American people of sterling char- 
acter.

By now, she knows the next 
emperor of Japan better than any 
other American does and better 
than most Japanese. 

“Somebody in the States wrote 
that he played with other boys 
but wasn’t allowed to be defeated 
in any game. That just isn’t so,” 
she said. “I’ve seen him playing 
ping pong and there is no dis- 
tinction in how he is treated. 
There are three tables in the ping 
pong room. I've seen him wait 
his turn when they were all oc- 
cupied. While watching, he runs 
between the tables, picking up 
balls and shouting at his fellows 
just as they do. 

“He’s a perfectly normal boy, 
very free with the others and full 
of fun. He is usually described 
as chubby. He isn’t, actually, but 
he is sturdy. He is a little taller 
than the average boy in his class. 
The Crown Prince is always clean 
and well groomed. He has a very 
free, natural manner, except when 
photographed. Then he wears his 
picture taking look, a rather 
bored expression. His smile is 
really charming and infectuous 
and he has a good sense of hu- 
mor. He also has a great deal 
of natural dignity. His previous 
education has made him a boy 
of immense poise.”

New York's Woman Magistrate Is Crusader for Rights of the Little Fellow 


NA KROSS ... IN 14 YEARS ON THE BENCH SHE HAS

N New Year’s eve, a few years 

back, New York cops rounded 

up 98 unlicensed peddlers. 
Herded into Magistrates Court be- 
fore Judge Anna M. Kross, the 
unlicensed purveyors of potato 
peelers, lead pencils and wilted 

enias stood in their rags and 

ned to the testimony of the 
complaining cops. Judge Kross 
listened, too. When the policemen 
had finished, she stood up and 
motioned the down-and-out ped- 
dlers close to the bench. 


“Gentlemen,” she said, “I hope 
the New Year brings you pros- 
perity so you won't ever have to

court handed Judge Kross a tele- 
gram. The read: “Best 
wishes for the New Year, from 
the Men on the Sidewalks of New 
York.” 

Officially, Anna Kross holds the 
title of Magistrate of the City of 
New York. But to the thousands 
of Bowery bums, peddlers, petty 
gamblers and juvenile delinquents 
whom she has befriended in her 
almost .14 years on the bench, she 
is known as “Annie, the Poor 
Man’s Judge.” 

A fighting five feet two, Anna 
Kross has headed perhaps more 
crusades for the rights and wel- 
fare of the little man—and the 
little woman—than any other per- 
son in the United States. Thirty 
years ago she fought for and 
achieved the abolition of the 
Women’s Night Court, which had 
become a favorite sideshow for 
society slummers who came to 
watch the city’s unfortunates pa- 
raded before the bench in night 
session. 


She fought for and got a Way- 
ward Minors Court to help, not 
punish, teen-age girls in difficulty. 

She was responsible for the set- 
ting up of the Magistrates Court's 
Social Service Bureau, where 
social workers and psychologists 
trace the case histories of and try 
to help unfortunate folk involved 
in cases of shoplifting, sexual devi- 
ation, petty gambling, peddling 
without a license, drunkenness 
and family abandonment. And 
she was mainly responsible for the 
beginning, in 1944, of what is now 
the $1,000,000 program of the 
Youth Conservation Committee of 
the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, a program de- 
signed to marshal the Federation's 
16,500 women’s clubs with 2,500,000 
members in a war against juve- 
nile delinquency. 

“We've got to give all the young 
people of our nation a chance to 
participate in constructive time 
consuming activities,” Judge 
Kross said as I sat with her on 
the bench of Home Term Court. 
“Remember, the streets don’t issue 
degrees, but they do educate with 
fatal precision.” 
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is a consuming passion with 

Judge Kross. A few years ago, 
impressed by the number of young- 
sters brought before her, accused 
of such crimes as street brawling, 
vandalism and selling slugs for 
subway turnstiles, she decided to 
collect proof of the contention she 
had long held that the trouble was 
not in the boys but in their back- 
grounds. In 1943 she made an ex- 
haustive survey of juvenile delin- 
quency, not only in her own baili- 
wick but in the. whole of New 
York State. 
_“I came up with the proof all 
right,” she said. “Youth is no bet- 
ter than the soil it grows in.” 

In 1944, Judge Kross was a del- 
egate to the national convention 
of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs in St. Louis. When 
she brought up the problem of 
juvenile delinquency, someone 
proposed that a resolution on the 
subject, passed six years before, 
be renewed. Judge Kross saw red. 

“Ladies,” she said, “ for six 
years that resolution has been 
gathering mold on your books. 
Now you propose to renew it.

The next day the convention got 
to work and voted an initial ap- 
propriation of $25,000 for a Youth 
Conservation Committee and 
handed her the rmanship of 
that Committee. She pitched in. 


This was the sort of a crusade 
she liked organizing. In May of 
last year, after getting the juve- 
nile delinquency campaign under 
way with things humming from 
Maine to California, and having 
got the Federation to up the origi- 
nal ante of $25,000 to a cool mil- 
lion, she The time had 
come for her to establish her 
Home Term Court, of which she 
is now presiding magistrate, 
6 

HE had long been battling with 
8 authorities to allow her to set 

up along her own ideas a court 
with jurisdiction over cases involv- 
ing family quarrels, disorderly con- 
impressed by the number of young- 
duct and simple assault. In the 
spring of 1946, she won the battle 
and started organizing the court, 
which is like no other in the United 
States. 

“Home Term Court is not a 
court, it’s a clinic,” Judge Kross 
says. “Ninety-nine per cent of the 
people who come into this court 
aren't criminals. The charges 
against them are like the red 
spots you get with the measles, 
which are symptoms of something 
wrong with your insides. The 
charges on which people are 
brought in here are the measle 
spots, the symptoms of something 
wrong in the community.” 


In Home Term Court, Judge 
Kross has set up machinery to 
look beneath the measle spots“ 
and not only find the underlying 
malady but provide the medicine 
for it. In bright rooms with chintz 
curtains and gay furniture fur- 
nished by volunteer organizations, 
probation officers interview sep- 
arately the persons involved in 
any case. A complete report of 
the interviews with the individ-

uals involved is prepared for the 
judge’s study before the case 
comes before her. Then in closed 
court, with only the individuals 
involved bape she ‘hears the 
case. In nine cases out of 10, she 
fin not cause for punishment, 
but measle spots,” that can be 
treated by a member of her So- 
cial Service Bureau. Particularly 
in cases where there are childrer 
involved does she dip deep into 
the case. 

Housed in a dilapidated old 
municipal b@ilding, just two blocks 
off New York’s infamous Bowery 
on the Lower East Side, Home 
Term Court is, the judge says, 


till in its infancy. 


“People think what we're doing 
here is wonderful,” she said. “I 
don't think so. Why, we're just 
scratching the surface. We've got 
five probation officers and we 
need 10. We've got a psychiatrist, 
but he’s got no staff.” 

Part of the staff of the court’s 
Social Service Bureau is composed 
of volunteer workers who have en- 
listed in Judge Kross’s crusade to 
discover the real problems beneath 
the measle spots of the people who 
come into her court. Other volun- 
teers man the nursery and play- 
ground where children are cared 
for while their parents are in 
court. 

“In all my 14 years on the bench 
I wanted someday to have a nur- 
sery in court where children could 
play and be spared the ordeal of 
hearing their parents bicker in 
court,” said the Judge. “If it was 
hard on me listening to their 
screaming and watching them tug- 
ging on their mothers’ skirts, what 
do you think it was to the chil- 


- dren?” 


Married since 1917 to Dr. Isidor 
Kross, she is the mother of two 
daughters, Helen, 19, and Alice, 
18, who nag her about her clothes 
and are responsible for the fact 
that the judge has quite a ward- 
robe of, very feminine little 
dresses and gay little hats. She 
likes clothes but because she's 
always in the midst of some battle 
she begrudges time spent in shop- 
ping. 


It is not strange that she should 
have spent her life battling for 
the rights of the little man. 


Brought to this country by her 


parents, Esther and Maier Mosco- 
witz, from Russian when she was 
a year old, Judge Kross remem- 
bers vividly the youth she spent 
among the “great unwashed” in 
the tenements of New Tork's 
lower East Side. Her father tried 
to earn a living making button- 
holes and Anna helped him with 


the work he brought home to earn 


a few extra nickels. 

She remembers that she could 
not attend the exercises when she 
graduated from public school be- 
cause she did not have a proper 
dress.

Y TEACHING English to im- 


migrants and working nights 
in a suspender factory, she 


earned money for further schooling 


and at 17 won a scholarship to New 
York University Law School. She 
graduated in 1910 in the same 
class with Fiorello LaGuardia but 
was not admitted to the bar until 
two years later when she reached 
her twenty-first birthday. 

She built a thriving law practice, 
representing many labor unions. 
In 1918 she became the first 
woman Assistant Corporation 
Counsel for New Tork City. In 
1933 she was appointed by Mayor 
John P. O’Brien a Magistrate of 
the City of New York. 

The list of Judge Kross’s battles 
in the interests and rights and 
welfare of the little man in her 14 
years on the bench have been 
legion. Whenever she was criti- 
cized, as she was by La Guardia, 
for dismissing too many cases 
against peddlers, Judge Kross 
would promptly make a survey. 
She once made a survey of 500 
peddlers and took her findings to 
the Little Flower. 

“The survey proved,” she says, 
“that there wasn’t a criminal 
character among them. They 
were just men down on their up- 
pers trying to save their self re- 
spect.”

LITHOPOLIS, O., Sept. 6. 


DAM WAGNALLS and Anna 


Willis, who was to become his 

wife, were born in log cabins 
hereabouts and spent their child- 
hood years in what is now this 
village of Lithopolis. They had a 
great affection for the place which 
distance and worldly success did 
not dim. , 

They had a daughter and, al- 
though she was not born here, her 
affection for the place became as 
great as that of her parents and 
was not diminished by success of 
her own as author and musician, 
She cherished it while she lived 
and gave her fortune to it when 
she died. | 

So the village of Lithopolis, with 
only about 300 population, has a 
$3,000,000 library, to be perpetu- 
ated forever as a memorial to the 
Wagnalis family. Lithopolis, then, 
in its great possession, is believed 
to be the richest small town in the 
world, still richer in the affection 
that prompted the gift. 

A mathematical genius has fig- 
ured that the people of the village, 
sharing its common wealth, are 
rich in their own right, with $10,- 
000 for each man, woman and 
child. There is no such sharing by 
distribution, but each person can 
be said to have and hold that 
much in cultural value, a ble 
benefit is found in the high 
level of educational and musical 
taste that has resulted from the 
possession by the community of 
such an institution. 

Life goes on among the middle- 
clasg villagers much as it did be- 
fore the Wagnalls Memorial Li- 
brary was built, but there is an 
awareness of what it represents 
that did not exist before. More- 
over, it is wealth that cannot be 
squandered and will be the heri- 
tage of their children and their 
children’s children. 

Mabel Wagnalls was born in 
Kansas, where her father was a 
Lutheran minister in his young 
manhood. As a child she knew 
nothing about Lithopolis except 
that it was where her parents had 
been born and had lived. It was 
a lovely village, they told her, and 
they had been happy there. They 
loved it and they wanted her to 
love it too., 

In order that she might come 
to know it and love it as they did, 
they brought her here on their 
visits to Grandma Willis, who 
tended the toll-gate up the road 
a piece. These visits were events, 
as the old folks say. 

Mrs. Minnie Stallsmith, who as 


a child lived between the toll-gate 
and the village, well remembers 
those visits. It was the custom of 
Mr. and Mrs. Wagnalls to walk 
into the village from Grandma's 
toll-gate home, taking Mabel with 
them, for a round of calls on old 
friends. Down the they 
‘would come, looking quite grand, 
with Mabel walking primly be- 
tween them and carrying a small 
parasol. 

Minnie’s mother, seeing them 
approach, would call Minnie in- 
side to put on a white apron, for 
“here comes Adam and Hester 
and little Mabel.” Hester was the 
name by which Mrs, Wagnalls 
had been known as a child.

parents that never waned. 
Through the years they were con- 
stant in their visits and, though 
it was vaguely known that they 
were prosperous, they were still 
the friendly folks that they had 
always been, incapable of a pa- 
tronizing word or look.

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clear idea about what they could 
do. Nobody but Mabel knew of 
their desire to do something for 
their native village. She shared 
their wish but it was not until 
after her marriage to Richard J, 
Jones, when they made a trip 
through New England, that the 
stone libraries she saw there sug- 
gested that this was what should 
be done for Lithopolis. 

It was in 1922 that Mrs. Jones, 
still Mabel to everybody here, 
came to see what could be done 
about it, bringing her husband 
along. Jones was an important 
person in his own right in the 
steel industry, but he was friend- 
ly, like Mr. and Mrs. Wagnalls and 
Mabel. He liked the little town 
and the townspeople liked him. 
From the first he had entered 
heartily into the library project. 
A large lot on which there was an 
old house was decided upon as 
the most suitable site for the li- 
brary. It was purchased and the 
house was torn down. The Wag- 
nalls were on the way to do some- 
thing for Lithopoiis. 

In the early planning only a 
library was considered, but before 
construction began it had been 
decided to add an auditorium and 
a basement dining hall, so that 
the building would better serve 
as a community center. It took 
two and a half years to complete 
the Tudor Gothic structure of na- 
tive stone, which cost about $500,- 
000. Before it was finished Adam 
Wagnalls died. His wife had died 
10 years before. So when it was 
dedicated on Memorial day, 1925, 
it was a memorial for the man 
and woman who had been born in 
the village and had never ceased 
to love it and who, out of the 
fortune that they had accumu- 
lated, had done something for 
Lithopolis.

of dedication, was delivered by 
Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly, managing 
editor of Funk & Wagnalls New 
Standard Dictionary of the Eng- 
lish Language. His subject was

Mabel Wagnalls Jones had be- 
come famous in her own right as 
an author and musician. Under 
glass in the library are the books 
that she wrote, chief among them 
“The Rosebud of a Thousand 
Years,” which was made into a 
silent motion picture under the 
title of “Revelation.” 

On the wall there are two lines 
o? inscription from the book: 
“Dreams long dwelt on amount 

to prayers 

And prayers wrought in faith 

come true.” 

The memorial is the substance 
of dreams long dwelt on that 
amounted to prayers and the 
prayers wrought in faith that 
came true. 

Lithopolis had its library, rich 
beyond dreams long dwelt on, for 
the benefit of the villagers and 
Bloom township primarily but for 
all- the pilgrims who might come 
to marvel at it or meditate within 
its walls, or, on a Sunday after- 
noon, to listen to the world’s best 
music, for a great organ and two 
grand pianos had been installed 
in the auditorium as an expres- 
sion of the interest of the donor 
in music as well as in literature, 

As a pianist Mabel had made 
her debut abroad, followed by a 
triumph in New York. More im- 


portantly, when she was estab- 
lished as an artiste, she had come 
back to Lithopolis and had given 
at the little Methodist church a 
concert such as had won her ac- 
claim in great cities. That was 
the concert that she liked best to 
recall, the recollection that gave 
her the greatest inner glow,

F the library had been merely 
1. gift bestowed and the thing 

had ended there, Lithopolis 
would have been in a sorry plight, 
wholly unable to maintain it, but 
while she lived the donor main- 
tained it at the rate of $15,000 per 
year. There were some who won- 
dered what would happen after 
their Mabel was gone and worried 
about it, but those who knew ,Ma- 
bel best worried least, for she had 
said that she would take care 
of it. 

It was beyond the greatest ex- 
pectations, though that when Ma- 
bel died in March of last year, at 
the age of 75, it was found that 
she, except for a few personal be- 
quests, had left her entire fortune 
of $2,500,000, “to be administered 
forever as the Wagnalls Memorial 
Fund for the preservation, im- 
provement, upkeep and operation, 
for educational, scientific, musical 
and literary purposes, and as a 
conimunity center, and for award- 
ing scholarships to wundergradu- 
ates of institutiong of learning, 
music and art.” 

The bequest was more than an 
expression of loyalty to the little 
town where her parents were 
born, It was maternal, for, other- 
wise childless, she had often said 
of the library: “This is my child.” 

The scholarships for which she 
provided are to go first to under- 
graduates of Lithopolis and Bloom 
township and after that to youth 
in other areas. Plans for the be- 
stowal of the scholarships have 
not yet been worked out. They 
will be announced by the fund 
trustees on the basis of the funds 
found to be available for the pur- 
pose after full provision for main- 


tenance has been made. 

In the library at designated 
hours, the 9000 books and the 
other treasures that have been 
assembled are watched over by 
Mrs. C. C. Stevenson, long a friend 
of Mrs. Mabel Wagnalls Jones, 
who has been director and librar- 
ian since the donor wired her just 
before the iibrary was opened, 
asking her to take the post. 

In her task of preservation she 
is as devoted as the donor was 
in the act of creation. She sees 
to it that the library contains and 
represents only the best in books 
and music and art. 
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UT at the village cemetery on 
Oi hill there is another memo- 

rial, in marble, to the Wag- 
nalls, whose lives began here and 
ended here. They lie in crypts, 
guarded by a Saxon cross, and the 
inscriptions are simple and sin- 
cere: 

Here lies Hannah Henry Wool- 
Weaver (1777-1869), “great-grand- 
mother pioneer.” 

Here lies father, Adam Willis 
Wagnalls, who died in 1924, “never 
an unkind word.” ; 

Here lies mother, Anna Willis 
Wagnalls, who died in 1914, “a 
woman who helped.” 

Here lies husband, Richard J. 
Jones, who died in 1929, “every- 
body’s friend.” 

And here lies Mabel Wagnalls 
Jones, whose date of death, March 
19, 1946, will be chiseled into the 


„stone when somebody can be 


found to do it, and below, to be 
read from generation to genera- 
tion, “Our Mabel.”

Le : ITH the exeeption of seeing Walter Hampden in Macbeth 
when I was about 15 years old, I have never had more than 


a second-hand idea of what it was the actors of “the old 
school” did that still makes my elders get misty-eyed when they 
talk about Duse, John Drew, the 
Divine and even so recent 
an actor as John Barrymore. In 
fact, I grew up in that generation 
of cynicism following the first 
World War when, unless some 
thing was “modern” or “progres- 
sive,” it was to be ridiculed. The 
flamboyant, oratorical style of 
acting which characterized this 
Old School received its full share 
of derision and in fact still does. 
The popularity of the burlesqued 
“mellerdrama” is clear evidence 
of this. 

A lot of this ridicule was due 
to a logical change in the style 
of acting. After the first World 
War, absolute realism, both in 
writing and acting, became the 
primary emphasis. The “slice of 
life” play was what everyone 
wanted and naturally the acting 
[ied to conform. Arthur Hopkins.stressed the ‘importance of actors 
e oe . os. they would im thelr hostes and to forget 
* of the audience as much ag possible. Stanislavski, 

theories weré blossoming at the same time, advocated “living 

_ the part,” using real life as the only model. His theories were in- 
~ terpreted to mean, and 1 might add falsely, that the actor must 
mever make any concessions to the audience when he is onstage.

THIS DRIVING ENERGY toward realism and the exact imita- 
tion of real Jife naturally cast the Old School Style into the outer 
darkness. Then, to add to its final defeat, the motion pictures ar- 
rived with all the possibilities for underplaying, for close-up where a 
slight tremor of the eyelid tould denote the deepest emotion. It 
was not long before any stage actor who was discovered emphasizing 
# gesture or an emotion beyond the degree normally expected in a 
drawing room was accused of being a “ham” or of “corning it up.” 


And that, generally speaking, is the position we are in today. From 
where I sit, I think this is a bad trend.

I AM NOT CAMPAIGNING for a complete return to the old 
style of e@aggeration, but I AM getting uncomfortable, to use a 
charitable word, with this super-subtlety, small-gesture-that-means- 
so-much, delicate-shading style that is the criterion of a good acting 
job nowadays. I think everyone in the audience has a right to ‘know 
everything that is going on in the play, not just a few who are 
straining continuously on the edge of their seats in order not to 
miss John’s subtle shoulder twitch in the second act which forecasts 
his ultimate fit of insanity in the third act climax. 

This example is one of the major tenets of the present style of 
acting — what I shall call the Art of Understatement, for lack 
of a better phrase. In other words, never come right out and show 


your emotions so we can see them, but just give a hint or two of 
them. Let your audience imagine the rest.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (AP)— 
America’s oldest warship, the 
frigate Constellation, will be 150 
years old tomorrow. 

It is one of two sailing vessels 
which have survived the century- 
and-a-half. interval between our 
tiny but tough first Navy and the 
atomic age. The other is the Con- 
stitution, popularly known as Old 
nsides, which will reach the 
150-year mark Oct. 21. 

The Constellation served in four 
wars—the undeclared naval war 
with France at the close of the 
eighteenth century, the war with 
the Barbary States, the War of 
1812 and the Civil War. Genera- 
tions of famed Navy men have 
walked its wooden deck—Thomas 
Truxtun, Stephen, Decatur, David

TRONG feeling of Egyptians toward British occupation 
of their country found expression in disturbances before 
meetings of the United Nations Security Council, a 

demonstration at home. 

United Nations disturbances occurred during debate 
on Egypt's case against Britain. Two Egyptian nationalists 
broke into discussions, were twice bodily ejected from 
meetings. They were Ahmed Kamel Kotb, president of 
Socialist Farmer party of Egypt. and Mustafa Momen, a 
Moslem League representative. Permanently barred from 
U. N. headquarters area at Lake Success for their actions, 
the two organized a rally of sympathizers on border of 
U.N. grounds. 

About the same time, several thousand Egyptians 
demonstrated outside King Farouk’s palace in Cairo, shout- 
ing “Down with America.“ Gathering was in protest against 
United States support of a proposal that Egypt-Britain 
problem be referred back to the two countries for direct 
negotiations. Egyptians have demanded termination of 
British occupation of Egypt and of British rule in the Sudan.

NTRICATE laboratory equipment is made to order at Monsanto 
Chemical Company by Glassblower Ray Rose. With a few 
judicious puffs and deft twists, he transforms glass tubing and 

flasks into complex experimental apparatus. Designed for specific 
research problems, some of his glassware assemblies are new 
_ creations in the field of laboratory instruments. 

Rose, who possesses the casual skill of an expert, is one of 
two St. Louis master lampworkers—as glassblowers are known 
in the trade. He took up the ancient art in California in 1928. 
Four years ago, when Monsanto was engaged in extensive war 
research and found itself in need of unconventional laboratory 


equipment that could not be purchased, the company egjablished 
its own lampworking shop with Rose in charge. 

Glassblowing consists fundamentally of molding heat-softened 
glass by various methods. When the glass reaches a temperature 
at which its viscosity is like hot taffy, it is drawn out, bent, twisted, 
pressed, blown and otherwise shaped to the desired form. Be- 
cause the glassblower must feel the proper pliancy of his 
material—which may be reached anywhere from 580 degrees to 
1200 degrees (Centigrade)—his highly specialized art might appear 
simple to a casual observer. But only through long experience is 
the necessary skill acquired for his exacting job.

OR years, Walter Lynes Smith, a Terminal Railroad 

bridge engineer, was known to St. Louisans for his 

practice of wearing earrings. When Smith died last 
January at 71, he left a collection of 72 pairs. 

In the inventory of his $91,661 estate his earrings were 
valued at $1323. Expert appraisal hiked this to approxi- 
mately $15,000. One pair of carat-and-a-half diamonds 
was found to be worth $3000, a pair of 32-grain pearls 
$2500. Most of the others were of gold, elaborately chased 
and ornamented with fine filigree and enamel. They were 
offered for sale through Drosten Jewelry Company at prices 
ranging from $7.50 up to unannounced high figures for a 
few remodeled pairs that included the precious stones. 

Smith was fastidious in attire, a student of music and 
languages. He left no close relatives. Only legatee under 
his will was a Maine woman, no longer living at his death, 
whose sister had befriended him when he was young.
